So much pressure is brought to bear 
these days on home canning, that the 
government, 
through its' bureau of 
agriculture, hus gone deeply into the 
subject and the results of their study 
are 
now being spread broadcast by 


means of bulletins which may be had 
fur the askings 
The 
so-called "cold 
pack" 
method 
really is not new, having been used for 
years by many housekeepers. 
Vegetables and fruits are prepared as 
usual, then blanched. 
Blanching con- 
sists in plunging: the vegetable or fruit 
Into boiling water for a specified num- 
ber of minutes, then removing it and 
plunging it into cold water. It may he 
accomplished by means of a frying bas- 
ket. or, what is more satisfactory, a 
square of cheesecloth. In which the fru:t 
to be canned is placed for the plunging. 
The 
purpose of the blanching is to 
start the fiow of tl;e natural juices; the 
chilli rig in en Id water, stops the flow. 
This process makes unnecessary the in- 
termittent sterilization method so often 
Driven in canning instructions. 
Also It 
is 
effective 
in 
destroy in s? 
bacteria, 
spores and molds. 
After 
the 
blanching, 
the fruit is 
packed In sterilized jays, a new rubber 
rinK put on each, and the cover looseiy 
clamped down. In the case of a vege- 
table. a teaspoon of salt is added to 
each 
quart jar, and 
boiling water 
poured slowly down through the centre 
of the vegetables to within a quartbr 
inch of the top of the jar. In the case 
of fruit, a syrup -is poured over. 
The 
jar is then placed in a boiler of water, 
brought to the boiling point and kept 
there the required number of minutes 
for complete sterilization. 
These are the main steps in canning 
by the cold pack method. The points to 
be carried in mind are th& number of 
minutes required for blanching and the 
number 
reciulred 
sterilizing. The

vegetables can be "dried" successfully. 
This is news to most housekeepers.' 


Here are recipes recommended by the 


exports: 
SPINACH—In 
prime condition 
for 
greens should be prepared by careful 
washing and removing the leaves from 
the roots.- 
Spread 
leaves 
on trays 
to dry thoroughly. They will dry more 
thoroughly. 
They

promptly if sliced or chopped. 
BEET TOPS—Tops of young beets 
In condition suitable for greens should 
be selected and washed carefully. Leaf, 
stalk and blade should he cut Inlo sec- 
tions 
about

spread on screens and dried. 
BBETS—Solcct young, quickly grown, 
tender beets, wash, peel, slice about 
an eighth ol" an inch thick, and dry. 
TURNIPS—Should be treated fiiime 
as beets. 
CARROTS—Should be 
well 
grown, 
but varieties having a larKe. woody 
core should be avoided. 
Wash, vietl 
and slice "crosswise into pieces about 
an eighth of an inch thick. 
PARSNIPS—Should be treated same 
as carrots. 
ONIONS—Remove the outside papery 
covering. 
Cut off 
tops 
and 
root.- 
Slice into one-eighth Inch pieces and 
dry.CABBAGE — Select 
well 
developed 
plants and remove all loose outside 
leaves. Spill the cabbage, remove the 
hard, woody core, and slice Ihe re- 
mainder with a kraut cutter, or other 
Tand-slicing machine. 
RHUBARB—Choose young and suc- 
culent growth. 
Prepare ns for stew- 
Ing by skinning stalks anrl cutting 
Into pieces about one-fourth inch to 
one-half inch in length and dry on 
traya.

of any difficulties in obluinlns can- 
nintt containers. 
Drying WHS a well-recognized suc- 


cessful way 
of 
preserving 
certain 


foods before canning came into gen- 
oral use, the specialists 
point out. 
and 
modern 
methods 
make 
It 
still more practicable, either in the 
home or by community groups. 
Three satisfactory methods of dry- 
ing have been found by department 
specialists. 
These are sun drying, 
drying by artificial heat, and drying 
with air blasts, as before an electric 
Can. 
Trays for drying by any ono 


of these methods, as 
well as tray 


frames for use over stoves or before 
fans, can he ' made at 
home. 
Home-made trays may bo of side 
and end boards three-fourths of an 
inch thick and t\vo inches wide: bot- 
tom boards of lathing 
spaced one- 


fourth of an inch. 
If desired, one- 
fourth-inch 
^aivanized 
wire- mesh 
rnoy be tacked to side and end boards 
to form tray bottoms. 
Frames for 


use with artificial heat r.hould be of 
noninuammabie material as 
far as 
possible. 


In drying before a fan the number 


of trays placed one above the otrior 
will depend, to a large extent, upon 
the diameter of the fan. In sun dry- 
ing, trays as described may be used 
or the products to be dried may be 
upread on shectr. of paper or muslin 
held in place by weights. 
Vegetables anrl fruits will dry bet- 
ter if cut into slices one-eighth to 
one-fourth 
Inch thick. 
If 
thicker, 
they may not dry thoroughly. 
While 
drying, products should 
be

or -stirred from time to time. 


Dried 
products should be packed 


temporarily for three of four 'days, 
poured each day from one box to

The same thing was rcm.irkcd 
in the Army anci Navy club in Washing- 
ton and in all ihe places throuBhoul the 
country where men o( military procliv- 
ities are wont to assemble, when ttie 
news came out that Col. John .1. Dool- 
ey ot Maine had been given a cap- 
tain's commission in the sea soldier's 
corps of Uncle Barn's fighting machine.
